Rules for Driving Roundabouts

Driving a one-lane roundabout

Traffic circulates
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Yield to all traffic before entering roundabout! B8

Steps for driving a roundabout:

1. Slow down. Obey traffic signs.

2. Yield to pedestrians and bicyclists as you approach.

3. Yield to traffic on your left already in the rounda-
bout.

4. Enter the roundabout when there is a safe gap in
traffic.

5. Keep your speed low within the roundabout.

6. Asyou approach your exit, turn on your right turn
signal.

7. Yield to pedestrians and bicycles as you exit.
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Additional Safety Tips:

*  Emergency Vehicles
P Always yield to emergency vehicles.

P If you have not entered the roundabout, pull
over and allow emergency vehicles to pass.

B Ifyou have entered the roundabout, continue
to your exit, then pull over and allow the
emergency vehicle to pass.

P Avoid stopping in the roundabout.

*  Truck Aprons are for the rear wheels of large trucks
to use when turning. Truck aprons are not to be
used by cars, SUVs or pickup trucks.

*  Bicyclist should be treated as a vehicle. Never try
to pass a bicyclist in a roundabout.
